According to most, but not all, medi- 
cal writers, wakefulness and mental ac- 
tivity depend on the circulation of a 
large quantity of blood through the 
brain, and the flow of blood must be 
lessened before sleep can come on. I 
have obtained special benefit from 
drawing the blood to the muscles by 
means of a brisk walk or a quarter to 
half an hour's vigorous performance 
of light gymnastics just before going to 
bed. The majority of cases of sleep- 
lessness occur amon rsons who use 
their muscles but little, and for very 
many taking more exercise is the best 
remedy. Sleep can sometimes be 
brought on by simply warming the body, 
especially the feet; the drowsiness 
caused by sitting in a warm room is an 
instance The bleod may be drawn tothe 
skin by a cold shower or sponge bath, 
followed by rubbing with a coarse towel. 
Getting out of bed for a few minutes 
when the ait is cool will often bring re- 
lief. Ihave lain awake half the night 
and then, after being up lon 9 to 
mix and drink a lemonade, have fallen 
asleep at once on going back to bed. 
Perhaps the lemonade should have part 
of the credit. On hot summer nights a 
cold bath will reduce the bodily temper- 
ature so as to admit of sleep. If the 
skin is not wiped quite dry, the evapor- 
ating moisture will incrsase the cooling 
effect. A light lunch just before going 
to bed relieves the brain by drawing the 
blood to the stomach, and, the inclira- 
tion to dose aficr a meal is explainable 
in this way. Diminishing the cerebral 
circulation by compression of the carotid 
arteries is advised by some physicians.

So- 
porific drugs should be regarded as a 
last resort, for, unless skilfully used, 
they produce a stupor rather than a re- 
freshing sleep. Do not take a narcotic 
or nostrum at random because somebody 
says it is to make you sleep; one 
narcotic is injurious where another is 
beneficial, and the chances are that you 
will choose one which will do you more 
harm than good.

/own manufacture he engraved through

the sheets its exact counterpart on the 
plate. The other half was engraved on 
a different plate in a similar manner, and 
then he was ready for printing his spuri- 
ous money. This method of workman- 
ship looks very simple, but it is the first 
time it has been done by a counterfeiter, 
as it is almost impossible to split the 
bill. 

The method always before used is as 
follows: The workman took, say a $10 


bill, and spread over it a piece of trans- 


parent gelatine paper, and traced the 
figures of the former on the latter. The 
metal plate was next putin use, and was 
coated with a solution of shellac. On 


when torn off, it left on the shellac the 
outline of its figures. By following these 
in the solution they were also traced in 
delicate lines on the plate. The shellac 
then being washed off the latter they 
could be cut to the right depth, and the 
counterfeiter was ready for his work. 
Ogle's method obviated these three or 
four methods, and rendered the engrav- 
ing on the plate far more accurate, as 
the correctness of the lines was neces- 
sarily lost thtough so many transfers. 

This man thus accomplished a piece 
of work alone and unaided, with tools 
of his own manufacture, when the national 
government paid $100,000 for a steam 
machine to do the same thing. Detective 
Bauer showed Ogle's tools, which were 
fitted to rough wooden handles, but 
possessed points as sharp as steel. He 
also displayed the genuine bill split in 
two sheets, and perfectly transparent. 
He had on a table — packages of 
bills of Ogle's manufacture, amounting 
in all to $30,000, in tens and twenties. 
They were all on the Third National Bank 
of Cincinnati, but the new plates were 
intended for the Queen City Bank. 

‘* Ogke,” said Detective Bauer, is the 
first man who hasissued any spurious 
money during the last six years, and he 
has shown an almost unexampled skill 
and astuteness. His brother, who has 
been returned to the Pennsylvania peni- 
tentiary, knew nothing about this work- 
manship, but was merely a kind of head 
servant to Martin. The latter did all his 
work on a flatboat, and scattered the 
money chiefly at river points’ He turned 
over to me in all $180,000 of about the 
best counterfeiting I ever saw.”

We are led to these ob- 
servations from a growing flippan- 
cy among a certain class to dispar- 
age the lady teachers because some 
anonymous penny a liner to an ob- 
scure newspaper state that “some 
teachers try to pass for white, ete. 
If this would be jacklantern of his 
race knows of any colored ladies 
teaching in colored schools who are 
ashamed of their color let him have 
the manliness to say so over his 
signature, and not coward-like seek 
to compromise the whole by his dis- 
crimination. The teachers in our 
schools are ladies who are deserv- 
ing of our respect and confidence, 
and instead of being targets for 
every penny a liner to shoot off his 
malice pointed squibs, should be the 
first to receive consideration and 
appreciation. The position of a 
teacher is no sinecuré, and those 
filling it are entitled to be treated 
at least fairly. The years of pa- 
tient toil in preparation for a teach- 
ership, coupled with the many trials 
correlative with the practical daties 
should be sufficient to command re- 
spect for those so engaged; but it 
seems that when a certain class of 
penny a liner permits the remnant 
of an idea with which an over gen- 
erous nature endowed them to es- 
cape, they select the ladies teach- 
ing in our schools asa subject 
wherein they can throw off the gan- 
grene accumulated around their 
narrow and jealous minds.

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


The meeting under the auspices 
of the ladies in charge of the In- 
dustrial School, Monday evening 
last, at the Presbyterian church, 
while not largely attended, was 
quite an interesting one. The ouly 
drawback was the apparent lack of 
organization in shaping the meeting 
Letters and other imformation of 
interest to the public from eminent 
gentlemen, who were invited, and 
were unable to be present, were for 
some unexplained reason not read 
or referred to. Other gentlemen 
who had been invited and made 
personal and official sacrifices to be 
present were ruthlessly passed over 
or referred to as “those happening 
to be present.“ We, refer to this 
matter in no faultfinding spirit, but 
it is due to gentlemen when special- 
ly invited to address a public meet- 
ing, that they should be treated 
courteously, and not be brushed 
aside to give precedence to those 
who were invited as an “after 
thought.” The exercises were op- 
ened with prayer by the Rev. Wm. 
Waring, after which Hon. Fred. 
Douglass was most gracefully intro- 
duced by Mrs. Register Bruce, and 
entertained those present with a 
most interesting and instructive 
speech, in which was fully set forth 
the great need for the character of 
pursuits inaugurated by the Associ- 
ation. Mr. Douglass was followed 
by Judge McArthur—who is deeply 
interested in Industrial Education 
so much so that he has published a 
work upon that subject, which has 
attracted general attention, and is 
everywhere received with favor. 
Judge McArthur was most enter- 
taining in his remarks, and showed 
conclusively that he fully under- 
stood the matter in hand. Hon. Jno. 
F. Cook, Prof. R. T. Greener, Dr. 
Chas. B. Purvis, and others. The 
Secretary, Mrs. Otey, read a very 
interesting statement of the work 
accomplished by the Association 
during the past year. The music 
rendered by Mrs. J. E. Brown, who 
officiated as organist, was excellent 
Col. Geo. Arnold, in declining to 
speak, said he and a friend would 
co-operate with the Association in 
getting up an entertainment for its 
benefit, which proposition was im- 
mediately accepted.

MINER NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Trustee Purvis doubtless voiced 
the sentiment of the educated and 
progressive element of the colored 
citizens when he referred Monday 
evening at the Industrial Meeting 
to the duty of the District govern- 
ment to support the colored Nor- 
mal School. There is no reason 
why the white Normal School 
should be maintained by the tax 
payers, white and colored, and the 
colored Normal School made de- 
pendent on the charity of the 
Miner Fund. The trustees of the 
latter fund have done a noble and 
generous work in educating young 
colored ladies in the art of teach- 
ing, and now that it is proposed 
to withdraw that fund, as properly 
and justly suggested by Trustee 


Purvis, and substitute in lieu there 
of the District government there 
should be but one opinion, and 
that favorable. The general and 
local governments have pledged 
themselves to equal sch ol facili- 
ties for white and colored children. 
and it is as much their duty to pro- 
vide means for the higher educa- 
tion of colored children as it is to 
provide for white children. The 
change could be made without do- 
ing violence to the Normal Schoo! 
in any form, for under no circum- 
stances would we cripple that de- 
serving and well conducted school, 
simply by requiring the Committee 
on Teachers in the School Board 
to include the teacher of the Nor- 
mal School in their list of teacher- 
ships aud make provisions for the 
pay. A formal notice of change 
in existing contract between the 
Miner Board and School Trustees 
could be complied with, and the 
understanding as to renting the 
building continued ; the only dif- 
ference being that the Distri:t of 
Columbia would pay the teacher 
directly instead of paying rent to 
the Miner Board, and they in turn 
pay the teacher. The rental of the 
building $2,000, could as stated, be 
continued, and the money thus re- 
ceived could be made usefal by the 
Miner Board in educating colored 
youth in the much needed indus- 
trial pursuits, for which no pro- 
visions are made in our educat- 
ional system. 

We know of nothing that 
commends itself more favorably 
than that of securing trades tor 
vur boys and girls. The Trades 
Unions have made it almost next 
to an impossibility for a colored 
youth to acquire a trade, and every 
eflort looking towards that end 
should receive positive encourage- 
ment, and we are more than glad 
that Trustee Purvis has made a 
move in the direction before in- 
dicated, and we sincerely hope 
that he will be supported by Trus- 
tee Smith, who has already indi- 
vated, by practical illustrations, 
his earnestness in the matter. Of 
Trustee Brooks we regret we can- 
not speak hopefully, for the reason 
that he would just as likely favor it 
on the face and stab it in the back, 
but with no desire to prejudge him 
unfairly, we will give him the ben- 
efit of the doubt by assuming he 
will support it. We hope there- 
fore that Trustee Purvis will at 
the earliest opportunity, give the 
required notice necessary to pre- 
vent the Normal School of Wash- 
ington for colored young ladies, 
continuing as a charity schoul, by 
requiring the local government to 
provide for it,

No sane person 
would say so, after listening to a 
paper like that of Mr. Douglass. 
We have great respect tor Mr.

We can- 
not see any possible objection to 
female suffrage any more than to 
Negro suffrage. As Mr. Douglass 
said, the same objection was made 
to the Negro prior to his emanci- 
pation, but, as it will be seen that 
Negro suttrage isa blessing and 
not a curse to civilization.

ETERNAL VIGILANCE IS 
THE PRICE OF LIBERTY. 


General Robert Smalls in offering 
the billorigiually presented by Hon. 
Jas. E. O. Hara, regulating licensed 
places in the District of Colambia 
to prevent discrimination on ac- 
count of color, showed not only po- 
litical tact, but decided pluck in his 
persistency in forcing the issue toa 
successful conclusion, The bill 
originally was referred, and was 
virtually in possession of the Dis- 
trict Committee, aud proably would 
at least for this session, remained 
in the tomb of the Capulets, had 
not Gen. Smalls, daring the ab- 
sence of Mr. O/Hara, watched bis 
opportanity and offered it as an 
amendment to the License Bill, 7, 
556, regulating the manufacture 
and sale of malt and spiritons Liq- 
uors. The old moss-backs were im- 
mediately startled, and all sort of 
dodges were resorted to in order to 
defeat the amendment proposed by 
General Smalls. The Speaker, Mr. 
MeMillan, of Tennesseo, endeavored 
by every process known inside and 
outside of Barclays Digest, to rule 
General Smalls and his Amend. 
ment both out of order, but the 
General didn’t weaken worth a 
cent, and he not only held his 
ground, but put the opposition in 
such a box as to force them to 
terms, and the terms was the adop- 
tion, by a Democratic Honse, of a 
bill, providing against discrimida- 
tion on account of color, in any li- 
censed place in the District of Co- 
lumbia.

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DESCRIPTION OF THE MONUMENT. 


The Washington Monument is the highest 
structure in the world, its cap stone being 55° 
feet above the ground. It stands on a spot 
—near the Potomac, and close to the White 
House—approved by President Washington 
in 1791, can be seen from all parts within 
twenty miles of the elevated ground on which 
it is erected. 

The corner-stone was laid July 4, 1848, 
when Robert Winthrop, then Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, made the principal | 
address. The cap-stone was put in position | 
Dec, 6, 1884. It was originally intended that 
Mr. Winthrop, who still lives, but isin very 
feeble health, should dedicate the monument. | 
Mr. Winthrop’s health prevented this, but he |

The entire cost of the monument wa: 
$1.187,710, and of this sum Congress con 
tributed $900,000, At its base the obelisk 
measures 55 feet square and the walls are 1“ 
feet thick and at the roof 7 inches thick. The 
pyramidal top begins at the 500-foot mark, 
where the dimensions are 44 feet 6 inches. 
The roof is 55 feet high, the weight of the 
crown-piece is 3,300 pounds, and the weight 
of the entire shaft is 82,000 tons The area 
covered by the foundation is 16,002 square 
feet; the sub-foundation is composed of rort- 
land cement concrete, 15,000 barrels of which 
were used in the work.

When the Washington monument move- 
ment was started memorial stones were sent 
from all parts of the country, and from many 
of the foreign governments, to be incorpo- 
rated in the structure.

Washington Monument society, but since the 
government has taken hold of the work none 
of them have been used. They will proba- 
bly be inserted in front of the pla tforms. 

The monument is surrounded by thirty 
acres of ground. It lies onthe banks of tho 
Potomac. and when the electric lights are 
burning on its top it is said they can be secn 
thirty miles away. One gets no idea of the 
immensity of the monument in looking at it 
from a distance.
